Be Built by Local 
Business People 


Over $30,000 worth of stock has 
been sold in an alfalfa mill com­ 
pany that is being promoted by C. 
W. Zorn and R. W. Allen of this 
1 city. 
The question as to whether or 
not a mill would pay in this country 
has been discussed and this con­ 
clusion has been reached: The de­ 
mand is here for the manufactured 
product and we have the raw m ater­ 
ial at our door. 
Local people have 
I been 
shipping alfalfa out of the 
I city to m anufacturers and having 
it worked 
into the 
finished 
pro­ 
ducts which is bad business. 
The profits made by tho railroad 
and out-of-town companies in other 
states are a large item and by the 
establishment of a mill in this city 
the cost to 
the buyers could 
be 
greatly reduced if alfalfa could be 
worked up at home. 
The factory 
will emnloy 
several men and 
this 
item will help in the total of the 
already large pay-rolls in this city. 
Furthermore, it 
will 
keep money 
at home. 
There is at the present time 5,000 
acres of alfalfa in Pontotoc county 
and at least 
15,000 acres that will 
produce this 
feed. It will be 
the 
purpose of this concern to manu­ 
facture other feeds like corn chops, 
kaffir 
chops, 
barley 
chops, 
com 
meal, 
poultry 
and 
dairy 
feeds. 
Aside from this the company intends 
to handle all grains and feed, giving 
the people a home market for their 
products.

PLAYING BARNUM’S GAME 


Judging from the scattering figures thus far advanced 
by the census bureau, the population of Oklahoma is now a 
little more than two million. 
But judging from the crowds 
that inspired press bureaus claim are hearing our candidates 
for the senate, the population of Oklahoma is at least two 
billion. 
It is the open season for exaggeration apd ten times 
one equal a thousand. 
These purveyors of exaggeration are going to overreach 
themselves during the next few weeks. 
The people may be 
fooled for a season but a very short season. 
As the senatorial 
candidates go from town to town and are met by only a few 
hundred people, those people are going to get mighty sus­ 
picious of reports that thousands are hearing the senatorial 
appeals. 
Already a number of towns have caught the exag­ 
gerations sent out by press agents and are losing considerable 
respect for the organizations that are attempting to fool the 
people. 
Some weeks ago a candidate for the senate spoke in a 
courtroom that holds only 350 people when filled to its capac­ 
ity. 
We have spoken in that cour room and know whereof 
we speak. 
But the press was filled with the story that near 
three thousand people heard the candidate’s speech. 
More 
recently a candidate addressed fewer than five hundred peo­ 
ple in Ada. 
In distant corners of the state it has been said 
that more than five thousand people heard the Ada speech. 
Just the other day we read the story that 7,000 farmers 
gathered at Apache to hear a senatorial candidate and that 
it wras the largest political meeting ever held in Oklahoma. 
Later on we learned that it was a convention of farmers called 
for non-political purposes and that teh candidate just dropped 
in as it were and permitted to speak. 
His presence there 
probably did not add a dozen people to the audience. 
But 
his imaginative press agent filled Oklahoma with the story 
that 7,000 farmers went to hear the speech and for no other 
purpose. 
If the crowds we have seen assembled in this section o' 
Oklahoma are any ind^x for the state, our senatorial aspirants 
are speaking to very small crowds everywhere they go. 
We 
have counted two audiences (approximately) and have seen 
press agents multiply those audiences by eight and ten. 
This 
has caused us to suspicion the figures sent out concerning the
